First  in  a  series  of  articles  by  1ASAC  Officers  &  Trustees 

Whai  makes  a  silver  art  bar  or  round  special?  What  makes  an  ait  bar 
rare?  It  all  starts  with  what  you  like. . . . 

I’ve  always  like  enameled  silver  art.  Show  me  a  rainbow  of  colors  on 
silver,  an  interesting  topic,  and  I’m  a  happy  collector. 

As  a  young  child  as  far  back  as  1  can  remember,  it  was  a  mission  to  find 
a  ’special  gift’  for  my  mom  on  Mother’s  Day  or  her  birthday. 

It  all  started  with  one  red  rose  to  Mom.  Those  were  expensive  in  the 
1960s  at  a  dollar  per  stem.  My  25-cent  and  later  50-cent  per  week 
allowance  took  a  bit  of  saving  to  purchase  it.  I’d  have  the  florist  arrange 
the  little  white  poppies  and  greenery  to  fill  out  the  lone-looking  rose. 
Mom  was  touched  by  the  one  rose  and  said  the  thought  meant  more  than 
anything  to  her.  Later  in  time  I  switched  to  carnations  in  red  and  white 
colors  because  they  reminded  me  of  a  Valentine’s  Day  heart,  and  the 
flowers  smelled  great. 

Several  years  later,  in  the  1970s,  it  started  around  the  holidays.  1  had 
been  collecting  ait  bars  for  a  few  years  at  the  time  At  the  coin  counter 
were  three  shelves  devoted  to  silver  art.  Like  a  kid  in  a  candy  store,  my 
senses  took  over.  The  grizzly  bear  animal  bars.  Franklin  Mint  Christmas 
bars  with  COOL  snowman  design,  “Happy  Birthday  to  You,”  in  shiny 
musical  notes  and  the  'Watergate  pincher’  bar.  Next  to  these  bars  on 
another  shelf,  I  saw  some  unusual  colors  on  silver  bars  such  as  ‘Season’s 
Greetings,’  various  Christmas  ornaments  and  a  Halloween  black  cat.  My 
interest  was  piqued  as  I  saw  something  very  personal  and  unique.  Like 
an  artist  painting  a  picture.  I  could  imagine  the  thought  going  into 
creating  these  special  silver  pieces  of  silver  art,  and  the  color  blending 
for  their  special  design.  The  ‘Happy  Birthday’  silver  arty  bars  with  the 
flowers  that  matched  one’s  birth  month  stood  out  to  me  at  the  time  -  the 
Ceeco  series. 


Fast  forward  to  the  early  1 990s  and  I  had  been  fortunate  enough  to  find 
IASAC  thanks  to  Patti  Firmer.  The  art  bar  book’s  fifth  edition  had  just 
been  published  thanks  to  Archie,  Nancy  and  all. 
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I  went  to  the  Ceeco  page  and  found  what  I  was  looking  for.  About  30 
years  after  my  first  encounter  with  the  beautiful  enameled  art,  there  were 
pages  devoted  to  my  special  area  of  interest.  By  this  time  1  had  a  few 
Ceeco  enameled  bars  in  my  collection,  including  the  St.  Patrick's  Day

bar  and  the  Christmas  ornaments. 


What  1  found  on  those  pages  was 
something  just  right  for  Mom. 

After  all  the  years,  I  presented 
Mom  with  her  forever  gift. .  .  a  red 
enameled  rose  silver  art  bar  for  her 
holiday  keepsake  Morn  loved  it 
and  kept  it  by  the  flower  vase.  1 
still  bought  her  the  red  and  white 
carnations  that  year.  Years  later. 
Mom  wanted  me  to  have  the  bar, 
as  she  put  it,  “for  me  to  enjoy  “ 


Fast  forward  some  time  later,  my  husband  Garrett  would  give  me 
carnations  in  the  same  colors  as  I  had  given  my  Mom  35  years  earlier. 
Just  a  bit  of  nostalgia. . .

1  recently  ran  into  an  old  acquaintance  Her  name  is  Jan.  Another 
chance  meeting7  Perhaps  Being  in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time7  Perhaps1 
Jan,  like  the  rest  of  us,  was  using  her  brain  and  resources  at  her  disposal 
to  use  bottle  caps  in  art  form  to  make  novelty  key  chains,  magnets  and  various 
other  collectables.  I  immediately  started  thinking  about  our  club's  twenty-fifth 
anniversary. 

Now  what  in  the  word  do  bottle  caps  have  to  do  with  collecting  silver 
art7  Let’s  examine  the  definition  of  bottle  caps  Webster’s  Dictionary  defines 
them  as;  a  device  for  dosing  or  seating  a  bottle,  especially  a  metal  cover  fitting 
tightly  over  the  mouth  of  a  glass  or  plastic  bottle.  So,  now  if  we  reverse  this 
process,  we  have  unsealed  a  bottle  Releasing  the  fizz  (hissing  sound)  and

and  let  it  dry  another  day  Eighth,  add  a  ring  to  the  cap  The  Ninth  and  final 
step  is  to  put  the  key  chain  through  the  ring  “PRESTO1  -  25lh  Anniversary 
Bottle  Cap  Keychain  ” 
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It  occurred  to  me  that  maybe  I  could  recruit  Jan  to  help  me  in 
celebration  of  our  IASAC  Silver  Anniversary  1  have  no  artistic  abilities, 
however.  I  did  have  faith  in  Jan  Although  I  did  not  know  her  well,  I  had  a
